It has gotten so now that 
in many instances it means the 
spending of a small

Poor Cottle Costly 
More surprising than this state­ 
ment, is another made by Mr. Cole­ 
man to the effect that while the 
total number of cattle in a given 
area in one year decreased by 170.- 
000 head, the value of cattle rn 
that region increased more than 
$184,000,000 during the same pe­ 
riod. 
The interesting thing about 
the last figures is that it costs no 
more to feed a purebred animal 
than it does to feed a scrub. 
In 
other words, “ More beef and bul­ 
ter per bushel," would be a fine 
slogan for cattle raisers of the 
South to adopt. 
Swine and poultry, acording to 
Mr. Coleman, have also made a 
notable contribution to improved 
living conditions and increasing 
prosperity in the South, while he 
draws the conclusion that as farm­ 
ing regions prosper, so prosper the 
towns which draw their trade from 
agricultural sections. 
B. B. Jones, agricultural agent 
for the Association of Commerce in 
New Orleans, says that about 130,- 
000,000 pounds of cheese are con­ 
sumed in the South every year, and 
that the greater part of the output 
from 2,600 cheese factories in Wis­ 
consin is shipped here to fill thai 
demand since only a small amount 
of cheese is manufactured in the 
South. 
Mr. Jones points out the futility 
of attempting to establish cheese 
factories in the South until the vol­ 
ume of milk production has been 
materially increased here and un­ 
til the cattie tick ceases to consume 
one-third of the potential milk out­ 
put in many localities of the South. 
Tick eradication and better cows, 
according to Mr. Jones, would per­ 
mit tho South to keep at home 
many thousands of dollars sent an­ 
nually to other states for the 
cheese in our diet alone. 
Low Production C oit 
Considering the progress of dairy 
development in Texas, it has been 
determined that in Deaf Smith 
county 
farmers who 
have made 
adequate provision for pasture are 
producing cream at a cost of 1-1 
cents per pound. 
Where pasture 
is less adequately provided the cost 
is 25 cents per pound. 
These facts 
were ascertained from the records 
of a local cow testing organization 
in that county. 
In either case the 
margin of profit is inviting with 
cream selling at from 47 1-2 to GO 
cents per pound on sweet cream 
basis, while the argument for per­ 
manent pasture is obvious. 
J. O. Stevens, a Limestone coun­ 
ty farmer, is well pleased with 
his first month’s 
income 
from 
dairying as a sideline to cotton 
farming. 
Ile has five cows, three 
of them heifers with first calves 
and he netted $ 14.31 profit for the 
first month in addition to making 
$12 on two pigs that he had fed 
from the skim milk. 
Mr. Stevens 
believes that the “ easy money’’ iii 
dairying comes from marketing the 
cream and feeding the skim milk 
to pigs and chickens and calves. 
County Agent C. C. S tingo of 
Collmsworth county has just re­ 
turned from Missouri whole he se­ 
lected 15 more pure bred Jersey 
heifers and four hulls for swashers 
of his second bull Circle.

“ Our demonstration flocks show 
that eggs may be produced dur­ 
ing the summer for a feed cost of 
13 cent s or less per dozen,” he 
explains. 
“But where a balance I 
ration is abandoned and the fowls 
left to shift for themselves in an 
attem pt to save a feed bill we 
have found that the egg produc­ 
tion often falls off so much that 
the cost of producing a dozen eggs 
i.. nearly if not quite as high as 
this, and the birds are left in bad 
condition. 
“ The high cost of not feeding 
hens in the summer time is felt 
most in November ami 
Decembct 
when eggs are high. 
A summer- 
starved flock just can t come thru 
with many high priced eggs at that 
time. 
“ One of several good rations 
is known as the Bix Five, made 
up by mixing IOO pounds each of 
wheat bran, wheat shorts, ground 
corn or milo, ground oats, and 
meat scrap of 50 |>er cent protein 
content. 
This is fed as a mash 
kept before the flock in hoppers. 
For scratch grain, cracked corn 
and wheat and oats are mixed to­ 
gether in 2-1-1 proportion.”

AUSTIN, July 5.— Commercial 
failures in Toxas during June were 
the finest for any June in more 
than ten years, according to Ber- 
vard Nichols, editor of the Texas 
Business Review, issued monthly 
by the Bureau of Business Re­ 
search at the University of Tex­ 
as. 
“ Normally, a small seasonal de­ 
cline occurs from May to June, 
but the decrease of 12 per cent 
between the two months this year 
is the sharpest since 1926,” Mr. 
Nichols said. 
“ Liabilities of the 
defaulting companies were nearly 
69 per cent below those in May. 
“ There were but 30 bankrupt- 
ies reported in the state in June 
omparcd to 51 in May and 44 in 
June, 1928. 
Allowing for 
the 
keen competition among commem 
ial concerns, this is an unusually 
good showing. 
Liabilities of the 
SO failures amounted to $564,000, 
against $1,262,000 in 
May and 
$596,000 in 
June a 
year 
ago. 
While it is true that there were 
fewer failures than in May, it must 
remembered that 
they 
were 
fairly large companies. 
Liabili­ 
ties of the insolvent companies av­ 
eraged $18,800 in June, compar­ 
ed to only $1 1,000 in June lust 
year. 
That business conditions in tho 
state over the past six 
months 
Lave been satisfactory is indicat* 
d by the relatively small number 
of bankruptcies. 
A total of 266 
! ankrupt 
companies 
having tin 
biiities of $1,731,000 were report­ 
ed in Texas, compared to 313 fail­ 
ures with liabilities involving $8,- 
052,000 for the same period of 
1928. 
The record for the first 
half of tho year is very encour­ 
aging.

during the third quartet is expect­ 
ed to be especially good fine® the 
summer months always witness u 
largo seasonal decline in the num­ 
ber of failures.

The Lawjreiico cotton warehouse, 
built in 181M by the late G. S. P ar-1 
ker and named for Mrs. Parker’s 
father, which was destroyed by 
fire last September, will not bs 
rebuilt according to an announce­ 
ment by M. L. Parker.
